In the Claims: 


1 . (Amended) A method of aligning cutting lines of a workpiece, which depend on 
patterns^ [such as ICs,] with a pair of cutting blades provided at a pair of cutting blade units 
provided with motors for rotating said pair of cutting blades, the alignment being performed 
when said pair of cutting blade units cuts said workpiece, said alignment method comprising the 
steps of: 

[previously] registering reference patterns at at least one point of low magnification and 
one point of high magnification on said workpiece located at a preset position;
